While the police departm ent’s 
patrol of the highways is done in 
the interest of safety first, yet the 
general public com prising unsafe 
autoists paid $5,339 in fines, which 
am ount has paid more than half 
of the total expense of police de­ 
partm ent which includes $7,337 in 
salaries and $1,738 in other ex­ 
penses. 
Liquor Licenses 
The auditor includes in his re­ 
port relative to liquor licenses, the 
total am ount received during the 
year, am ounting to $7,070. How­ 
ever $ ’,000 of this money is for 
the present year, which m eans that 
the net receipts for liquor licenses 
th at can be credited to last Near 
is $4,000. 
Public Benefits 
The g reatest achievement of the 
year was the cancelling of the out­ 
standing public benefit at a saving 
if u \cr $16,000 to the village. The 
outstanding public benefit assessed 
against the village on May I, 1938 
w as nearly $70,000. 
This entire 
am ount was paid by the sale of 
$35,000 in bonds issued for the pur- 
posc, paym ent of nearly $27,000 of 
tax funds previously earm arked 
fo r th at purpose and rebates on 
bonds

over $16,000. W ith the retirem ent 
of the public benefit obligations 
there remained in the picture a 
cash surplus of over $7,000 th at 
was turned over to the general 
fund.

Farm Buildings 
At Palatine 


Farmers Aid 
Firemen In 
Fighting Blaze 


In the most spectacular fire of 
recent years in this territo ry the 
barn and outbuildings on the Al­ 
fred Porep farm on Algonquin id., 
three miles south of Palatine, were 
destroyed Sunday afternoon. 
Only heroic work on the part of 
the Palatine fire departm ent m an­ 
ning the Rural League fire trucks, 
saved the house from the sam e fate 
as the other buildings. 
The fire was apparently due to 
spontaneous combustion in the hay 
loft as the whole barn was a m ass 
of flames all in a second. 
When the fire trucks arrived the 
barn and outbuildings were doomed 
and the house was on fire in sev­ 
eral places. 
Firemen and neighboring farm ­ 
ers quickly removed all furnishings 
from the house and set to work to 
save the building. 
Each fire truck carries a storage 
tank of about 450 gallons of w ater 
and a quickly and efficiently organ­ 
ized w ater supply unit of farm ers 
trucks loaded with milk cans full 
of w ater at once began the w’ork 
of keeping the fire 
truck w ater 
tanks filled. 
Tho m anner in which those truck 
loads of w ater kept up the w ater 
supply for the fire trucks was one 
of the finest dem onstrations of ef­ 
ficiency ever seen at a fire. 
W ith the w ater supply assured 
the firemen were able to control 
the fire at the house and soon had 
it in hand. 
A dead tree over IOO feet from 
the barns caught fire, showing the 
intensity of the heat. 
A strong wind blowing directly 
toward the house from the flam ing 
barn, made the job of saving the 
house all the harder. 
The fire could be seen for miles 
around and in a short tim e thous­ 
ands of cars were parked along the 
main highways in the 
neighbor­ 
hood and a huge crowd of people 
gathered to witness the heroic work 
o f'th e firemen.

The loanable fund of the schools 
of Wheeling township under the 
care of the township trustees xvas 
practically wiped out at the time 
of the depression. The annual re­ 
port of Geo. K. 
Volz, 
Wheeling 
township school treasurer which is 
published in this xx'eek’s 
issue, 
shows th at the loanable fund is 
back to its original 
proportions, 
$3,800. Thirty-five hundred dollars 
of th at amount has been invested 
in local school bonds. 
The report gives the amount of 
receipts and purposes for which 
the funds of each individual school 
district were expended. Three of 
the 
districts 
were 
engaged 
in 
building projects xvith governm ent­ 
al aid. The now building of Dis­ 
trict 25 xvas completed during th^ 
year and the report shoxvs the pro­ 
ject as closed. 
District 23 new 
building was started and completed 
during the year. The total cost of 
tho site and structure was $27,- 
340.52. The gox'ernment contribut­ 
ed $12,272, leaving $15,000 to be 
paid by tho district. 
There are 
$14,500 outstanding bonds. 
The high school building project 
is in process. The district has is­ 
sued $95,000 in bonds. The govern­ 
ment up to the present time has 
only made part of its contribution. 
No 'lax W arrants 
Two items of receipts in the re­ 
port of D istrict 21 are especially 
interesting. 
Among the item s of 
the building fund of th at district 
appear a donation of $500 from the 
Wheeling Chamber of Commerce 
and r. donation of $150 from the 
W heeling Fire Departm ent. 
School Bonds Total $378,900 
The most pleasing part of the re­ 
port Mr. Volz has made to the 
county superintendent of schools 
is the tact that there are no tax 
anticipation obligations outstand­ 
ing against any of the school dis­ 
tricts, wh ch is evidence of the 
sound business methods pursued 
by the school boards since the de­ 
pression. 
It also shows that the 
schools are living within 
their 
budgets. 
Mr. Volz and the office 
of the county superintendent of 
schools keep a watchful eye over 
the financial status of the various 
districts. 
W orking in harmony, 
school costs are kept at a minimum. 
M aintenance of schools take a 
large part of the tax dollar of 
property owners and with building 
program s forced by population in­ 
crease, outstanding bonds accord­ 
ingly increase for those districts. 
Every school district in the town­ 
ship has a modern budding, and 
construction projects are a t an 
end for the present. 
D istiict 26 
remodeled its building the past 
year to perm it two teachers. It is 
in the midst of a growing popula­ 
tion but a $1,500 bond 
issue was 
sufficient to solx'e its present prob­ 
lem.

Help To Harvest 
Hidden Tax Crop 


Arlington Heights has an esti­ 
mated 150 “unofficial tax collect­ 
ors’' who indirectly are helping lo­ 
cal, state and national governments 
harvest their annual revenues, the 
National Consumers Tax Commis­ 
sion (lech red today. 
The unofficial, and generally un­ 
willing, “tax collectors,” accord­ 
ing to the NCTC are* the proprie­ 
tors and employes in the 67 local 
retail stores. 
“There are 17,336 official tax 
levying and spending government­ 
al agencies in Illinois,” said Mrs. 
Melville Mucklestone, president of 
the nation-wide women’s organiza­ 
tion. “ But every clerk behind a 
store counter is actually a tax col­ 
lector, too. 
“ In every sale, these clerks col­ 
lect fractions of hidden taxes that 
have increased the cost of produc­ 
tion and distribution of the article 
purchased. 
These taxes, of neces­ 
sity, must he passed on to the con­ 
sumer as a part of the price. A 
major share of all local, state anti 
national taxes now are hidden to 
the consumers who pay them this 
way. 
“The 
store clerks, of course, 
don’t realize it any more than the 
customer does, hut every ring of 
the cash register represents not 
only a sale but a tax payment.” 
The NCTC now’ has study groups 
in approximately 5,009 communi­ 
ties in 45 states in Its educational 
campaign to expose “unnecessary 
consumer-penalizing taxes.” Airs.

THE DEPOSIT OF CERTAIN 
WASTE MATTERS IN SEW­ 
ERS AND WATERWAYS. 
BE IT ORDAINED 
BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE 
OF ARLINGTON 
H E I G H T S , 
COUNTY OF COOK AND STATE 
OF ILLINOIS: 
SECTION I. 
That no acids or 
m atters containing acids, oils, gas­ 
oline, benzine or other waste or 
wastes destructive of masonry, or 
which may interfere with the prop­ 
er and efficient functioning of the 
sewage treatm ent plant of this vil­ 
lage, or cause obstructions of the 
sewer system and its accessories, 
and no grease, fatty matter, butch­ 
er’s offal or garbage, dead animals 
or other waste likely to cause ob­ 
structions of any kind, shall be 
placqd,ahjr<jfwn or deposited in any 
receiving basin, manhole, sewer or 
waterway, or in any receptacle or 
depository 
connected 
with 
the 
sewer system of this village. AU 
wastes containing any acids, oils, 
greases or other materials injuri­ 
ous to masonry or interfering with 
the proper and efficient operation 
of tne sewage 
treatm ent 
plant 
shall first be treated to eliminate 
such injurious effects before de­ 
positing same in said sewers. 
SECTION 2. 
Any person, firm 
or corporation violating the pro­ 
visions of this Ordinance shall be 
subject to a penalty of not less 
than $10.00 nor more than $50.00 
tor each offense; and in case of a 
continuing offense each day that 
such offense continues shall be con­ 
sidered a separate offense for the 
purposes of this Ordinance.

I Broom Grass 
“One of the most im portant pas­ 
ture crops th at has come into the 
picture in recent years is broom 
I grass. It has the quality of stay- 
| ing green throughout the season 
J and produces an abundant growth. 
“Broom grass requires a fairly 
fertile soil to produce maximum 
yields. One of the difficulties in 
seeding broom grass is getting it 
through a seeder. Perhaps the hest 
way to get it through a seeder is 
to mix the broom grass xvith oats. 
With about a tw o-thirds seeding 
of oats, ten pounds of broom grass 
can be mixed and the seeding made 
f ai rlx 
satisfactory. 
Howex’ei, 
broom grass is a light, fluffy seed 
weighing about fourteen pounds to 
the bushel. Exen when seeding it 
xvith oats the agitator has to be 
watched to he sure there is a flow 
of seed going through the .ceder. 
“ Broom grass does not make much 
of a growth the first 
year, but 
comes on in good silage the second 
year and xviii stand a number of 
years. A m ixture of rye instead of 
oats—or a part of the oats—xviii 
make a rapid grow th.”
